RURAL  SCHOOL  FAIRS. 


Mr.  W.  B.  BoadhooN.  Dqmty  Minitter  of  Agrionhun,  Toronto,  uid  in  p«rt: 
During  tho  put  three  or  fonr  yewi  the  Ontario  D^trtment  d  Agricoltnre  hie 
been  eDfteTonring  to  aaerj  out  oertdn  ^ane  with  •  view  to  intmating  tiie  yoaog 
BMn  in  ihe  mral  diatricta  in  the  work  of  agrienltnre.  Thaee  have  been  inaogiuatad 
and  developed  quietly  and  anoatentationaly  until  at  the  pretent  time  thqr  oorer,  to 
a  T«7  l^nie  i^pm,  the  wbsi*  ProTinoe.  In  £Mt>  m  great  is  their  eiteBt  and  ao 
imprMBiTe  their  importanoe  that  the  Baceeative  of  the  B^qparimental  TTnim  thoof^t 
it  adviaaUe  to  have  a  ttatemant  of  the  jnniot  work  of  the  Department  of  Agrieoltora 
•olmiitted  to  thia  gathering  at  theee  aeiaioni.  The  plana  are  tbtj  hurgelj  carried 
out  by  the  Diatriet  BepreaentatiTes  aa  part  of  tiieir  manifdd  woric  in  the  oonntiaa, 
and  they,  ther^ore,  oome  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Bailey,  tiia 
Aaaiatant  Dvpaij  Miniatar  <A  Agriculture,  and  it  would  be  veiy  fitting  and  ap> ' 
propriate  if  he  could  be  here  to  preaent  the  atoiy.  The  anooete  achiewd  in  the  w«nk 
haa  been  due  in  no  amall  degree  to  hia  ability,  eneigy  and  enthuaiaam.  I  join 
witii  you,  therefore,  in  the  aincere  regret  tint  owing  to  illnem  Mr.  Bailey  ia  not 
here  himself  aa  adTertiied  to  tell  this  story. 

Let  me  cite  at  first  just  briefiy  the  object  in  view— the  proUem  in  reaching  the 
young.    Up  to  a  few  yean  ago  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  oon- 
siated  of  agencies  and  organizations  vhidi  dealt  very  largdy  with  the  adult  farmer, 
and  little,  if  any,  attention  was  paid  to  the  boya  and  girb  and  young  men.    Thia 
het  impressed  us  in  the  Department  aa  one  which  merited  special  attention,  and  it 
seemed  that  here  lay  a  problem  wMcb  awaited  solution  and  which  would  give,  to 
thoae  who  would  utilize  the  time,  results  which  would  be  gratifying  to  them  and  of 
benefit  to  the  Province  as  a  whole.    Hence,  we  took  up  this  work.    We  endeavoured 
to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  tiiat  our  purview  lay  along  the  highways  and  by^yf  *^ 
the  side  lines  of  the  country.    It  was  not  our  province  to  invade  the  jurisdiction 
of  tiie  school,  because  the  school  had  its  own  work  to  perform.    It  could  do  much, 
and  was  doing  much  in  connection  with  agricultural  education,  but  outside  of  that 
altogether  it  seemed  there  might  be  scope  for  work  am<Hig  these  boys  and  girla  at 
their  homes  and  on  their  farms.    We  recognize  that "  it  is  the  mind  that  makes  the 
body  rich,"  and  also  that  we  learn  to  do  by  doing,  and  if  we  could  link  together  in 
some  way  these  two  ideas,  vre  mij^t  point  the  way  in  the  mind  of  the  rising  genera- 
tions to  "  highor  things  and  better  days."    How,  then,  could  this  be  accompljslwd? 
In  some  counties  of  this  Province,  as  in  some  States  across  the  border,  a  limited 
amount  of  work  along  this  line  had  been  ^me.    In  thb  county  of  Waterloo,  school 
fairs  had  been  held,  the  same  sort  of  orgauization  which  we  now  have  all  over  the 
Province,  but  serving  only  a  limited  area.    In  that  idea  we  found  tiie  germ  of  a 
plan  which  we  felt  might  be  extended  and  broadened  to  coTer  the  whole  Province 
of  Ontario.    Hence  in  1912,  we  took  hold  of  this  idea  and  made  it  the  pdioy  oi  ^ 
Department  to  conduct  Bural  School  Fairs,  and  thereby  interest  and  educate  to  a 
certain  d^ree  the  boys  and  girls  who  at  that  time  were  not  receiving  so  very  much 
attention  from  other  sources.    As  I  have  already  said  it  was  not  our  «m  to  encroadi 
upon  the  territory  of  the  school.    While  tiwy  are  termed  Sdiool  Fairs  ih^  are  so 
called  because  the  school  of  tiie  community  is  ^e  center  of  orsaniation,  and  aa  a 
rule  flw  School  Vtxt  is  held  on  the  school  ground,  though  not  necewarily  ao.    It 


^Ti  ?!L  wppl-imt  the  work  of  tht  Mbool  by  giving  th«a  •ooM.tluiig  which 
wuW  inUiwt  Mid  oceapy  th«  mindi  of  tti«  boji  and  girl*  oatnd*  of  Mhod  hoon.

Moonr  Stabt  in  191S. 

In  191»  we  started  out  with  twenty-five  of  these  School  Fairs.  That  was  a 
fflnaU  number  compared  with  the  greatness  of  this  Province  and  the  number  of 
pnpils  in  ^dance  at  the  schools  in  the  rural  districts.  Gradually,  year  by  year 
It  !"«««f««til  last  year.  1916.  there  were  two  hundred  and  thity-four  ffl 
Fairs  conducted  tiiroughout  the  Province,  embracing  2.891  rural  schools,  practicaLy 

and  theur  vegetables  on  over  61.000  plo^  and  «nong  whom  we  Sstributed  1^ 
H^JSKlfiST  !^'  •«f^*^  «^"  ''5.000  eggs  altogether,  most  of  which  were 
dUstobuted  from  tte  poultry  plant  of  this  institution.  The  greater  part  of  the  eggs 
Si?  the  children  w'eie  of  the  Uying  strain  of  Barred  Bock  hens.  There  w«^

to  justify  at  this  time  a  statement  of  what  is  being  done. 

How  A  School  Fair  is  Ohg-nized. 

A  word  as  to  the  organization  o£  thb  School  Fair.    As  you  have  already  gathered 

It  u  under  the  unmediate  direction  in  each  county  of  a  District  Representative  who 

groups  eight,  ten,  or  twelve  schoob  in  the  best  arrangement,  geographicaUy.    It  is 

not  necessary  that  each  group  should  be  confined  within  the  limitations  of  any 

particular  township  boundaries.    It  is  not  essential  that  it  be  governed  by  any 

stoct  rule  except  that  of  convenience.    A  point  is  located  where  the  selected  group 

of  schools  wiU  converge  most  conveniently.    Having  done  that  the  next  step  is  to 

visit  the  schools  and  effect  organization.    Each  district  has  its  own  School  Fair 

organization,  and  each  school  is  caUed  upon  to  elect  a  representative  to  this  Board 

from  among  the  pnpils.    This  election  is  often  very  keenly  conlosted,  the  children 

setting  aside  a  few  minutes  during  the  day  to  nominate  tiie  persons  whom  they  wish 

to  represent  them,  and  I  am  told  that  tiiey  show  singukr  ability  in  picking  out  the 

best  boy  or  girl  as  representative  on  the  board.    The  representatives  of  each  school 

come  together  in  ttie  office,  perhaps,  of  the  District  Representative,  and  organize 

th^ir  association.    They  elect  their  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Seas- 

T^i^JS^T^'^  themselves,  and  the  balance  are  on  the  Board  of  Dii^ctors,  with 

tteDurtnct  Representative  as  General  Mamiger.    Imagine  then,  if  you  can,  a 

meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Rural  School  Fair  Association  assembled  around  a 

^ge  table     There  sits  tiie  president  at  the  head  presiding  over  the  meeting,  and 

having  m  the  meantime  looked  up  the  best  possible  parliamentary  procedure  to  cover 

gatherings  of  that  kmd,  he  directs  the  order  of  business  and  the  boys  and  girls  brinjr 

on  their  motions  in  true  parliamentary  style.    They  submit  their  prop««ils  as  1» 

ru^es  and  regalataons,  and  lay  their  plami  for  raising  money,  attending  also  to  other 

detoils  which  are  necessary  to  successful  organization.    In  that  meeting  alone 

IS  a  training  of  no  small  value.

These  are  some  of  the  tilings  tiut  tiie  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
endeavouring  to  work  out,  in  a  desire  to  inaugurate  and  develop  a  policy  of  interest 
to  boys  and  girU  and  young  men  in  the  country  districts.  Conceived  in  times  of  peace 
and  security,  but  maintained  and  developed  in  times  of  war,  il  represents  an  effort 
to  educate  and  mterest  tiie  boys  and  girls  and  young  men  for  self-improvement  along 
practical  lines.    I  believe  tiiat  every  short  course,  every  school  fair,  and  every  com- 
petition which  u  held  is  a  recruiting  station  for  the  Ontario  Agricultural  CoUege, 
and  for  better  agriculture.    It  is  our  purpose  then  to  persevere  in  this  work,  to 
correct  mistakes  as  they  may  occur,  and  to  develop  as  opportunity  offers.      We 
welcome  criticism  if  criticism  is  due,  and  rejoice  in  tiie  co-operation  of  all  tiiose 
■who  are  interested  m  better  fanning  and  better  living  in  this  fair  Province  of  ours. 
Amid  tiie  wreck  of  empires  and  crash  of  worlds  which  we  are  wibiessing  at  tiie 
present  time,  tiiere  are  many  doubts  and  misgivings  as  to  what  tiie  futiire  holds  in 
store.    Through  all  tite  clouds  of  uncertainty,  there  emerges,  however,  tiiis  one 
great  fact  for  us  to  consider:  that  our  future  depends  upon  the  manner  in  which  we 
unserve  and  develop  the  natural  resources  of  this  Province.    I  submit  to  vou  that 
-there  are  no  more  important  natural  resources  than  the  boys  and  girls  living  along 
ihe  side  lines  of  rural  Ontario  at  tiie  present  time,  and  oinsequently  it  follows,  as 
naturally  as  the  day  follows  nij?ht,  that  we  have  there  one  of  the  most  important 
•opportunities  which  awaits  our  Province.    I  commend  it,  therefore,  to  your  thought 
and  attention,  and  to  your  sympathetic  good  will  and  assistance.
